History of ‘the » Safety Paper ‘Exhibits 
at the late International Exhibition. 


The next proceeding of the exhibitors of safety 
papers was to appeal from the decision of Group 
XIII to the Centennial Commission. On Octo- 
ber 10, 1876, a Group of Judges on Appeals was 
organized. The constitution of thisGroup will be 
learned from the following copy of the official 
circular:

ORGANIZATION AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEE ON CONTESTS 
AND APPEALS. 
Created Under the Following Resolution. 

Resolved, That a special committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Kimball, Morrell, Corliss, McNeil and Dufur, 
is hereby appointed, to whom shall be referred all 
contests, appeals and communications from exhib- 
itors claiming that injustice has been done them in 
any matter relating to the examination of their prod- 
ucts and reports of judges for awards. It shall be 
the duty of said committee to carefully consider al! 
cases presented to them, and report.to the commis- 
sion for final action. 

The committee have organized, and will act under 
the following rules adopted by the commission for 
their guidance in declaring awards: 

Rute No. I.—No exhibitor deserving an award shall 
be deprived of the same by reason of the irregular- 
ities, neglect or oversight of any judge or judges, or 
for any other cause, provided said failure has not 
been occasioned by the negligence or impropriety of 
the exhibitor himself. 

Ruts No, I.—Reports and awards shall be based 
upon inherent and comparative merit. The elements 
of merit shall be held to include considerations re- 
lating to , invention, discovery, utility, 
quality, skill, workmanship, fitness for the purposes 
interded, adaptation to public wants, economy and 
cost.

Of the Judges named Gen. Hector Tyndale 
and Mr, Frank Thompson were unable to act, 
and took no share in the proceedings of this 
Group. Soon after organization two appeals 
were submitted to the Group, and regularly re- 
ferred to a sub-committee, consisting of James 
L. Claghorn and Edward Conley. These appeals 
Were as follows :

Chas, P, Kimball, Esq., Chairman Committee on Ap- 
peals, Centennial Exhibition : 

Dear Sin—We placed the “ National Safety Paper” 
in competition at the Centennial Exhibition, trusting 
that a full and hearty compliance with all the re- 
Wirements of the judges would result in some re- 
Port, whether favorable or not. 

The immense losses sustained annually from fraud- 
Went alterations of vouchers of value induce the 


great need of some efficient means to prevent such 
losses, so that if our paper will accomplish this ob- 
ject it is worthy of notice. 

Taking these two former propositions for granted 
we claim, as our paper could not be successfully al- 
tered by the severest tests that could be desired, and 
further, as it was the only paper that did stand all 
these tests, that we have been unfairly treated in 
having no report of these facts as brought out in the 
presence of the judges. 

We claim that we have made great progress in the 
manufacture of this paper since we first began to 
make it. We claim a verdict on what we now make 
and not upon what may have been produced in the 
early and less perfect state of this article. 

From the first we have invited the severest tests 
that can be made; and now ask that our paper with 
the competing papers be again tested and a report 
made in accordance with the results of these tests. 

We are willing to comply with any fair demand, 
and suggest that these papers may be submitted to 
some competent persons of your selection to be thor- 
oughly tested, and also that checks upon the various 
papers be properly filled out and two or more of 
each to be given to the competing parties, and if 
they can alter or raise the amount by removing one 
or more words and substituting others, leaving the 
balance of the paper or document so as to present 
its original appearance, these shall be taken by the 
judges as proper evidence in connection with the 
tests of the persons selected by them, and if any one 
of these papers cannot be altered or presents greater 
obstacles to such alterations than the others it shall 
be declared the best of any so tested. 

We claim that pre-conceived opinions as to the im- 
possibility of producing such a paper on the part of 
che judges be laid aside, and an award be made upon 
the results of tests they may institute; then we will 
cheerfully abide the issue. 

We do not ask for any indorsement from your 
commission, only a fair test and a report in accord- 
ance thereto.

About October 25, Charles H. Clayton, invent- 
or of the National Safety Paper, called at the 
Judges’ Hall, and had an interview with one of 
the sub-committee in reference to Campbell, 
Hall & Co.’s exhibit. On this occasion the details 
of the examination by Group XIII were fully 
explained, and Mr. Clayton was informed of the 
reasons why an award had not been allowed, 
viz., that samples of all of the different exhibits 
had been successfully changed, and that unless 
the paper was an absolute protection against 
fraud it was not entitled to an award. On Octo- 
ber 28 Mr. Clayton wrote to Mr. Conley the fol- 
lowing letter. It will be seen that he pro- 
nounces the standpoint taken by Group XIII 
to be “ both honorable and just”: 


New Yor, October 28, 1876. 
Edward Conley, Esq., Philadelphia, Pa.; 

My Dear Sir—Since my last interview with you I 
have thought over the remarks you made relative to 
your conclusions in regard to the matter of the de- 
cision upon the “Safety Paper,’ and deem your 
standpoint both honorable and just. 

Your position that you cannot indorse any of the 
exhibits unless entirely satisfied as to the efficiency 
for attaining fully the purposes for which they are 
designed, renders me particularly desirous that you 
would have such a series of practical and fair tests as 
would serve to develop whether the ‘‘ National Safety 
Paper’ has the qualities we claim for it, and that 
you should have a full opportunity to form your judg- 
ment, based upon the equitable demands you require 
to give your conclusions, 

My position as the originator of the invention 
renders it my duty to maintain the integrity of the 
production and its purposes. For this reason I would 
most respectfully solicit the information whether any 
of the exhibits, as prepared by your committee, and 
distributed to the different competitors, was fairly 
and fully altered so that they would deceive a vigi- 
lant and scrutinizing expert. When I say this I do 
not mean that some approaches were made, or that 
they were so done that with a little more skill perhaps 
they might accomplish it, because the last step might 
be, as we claim, the very one which could not be at- 
tained. Unless the exhibits as prepared by your 
committee were so altered, I do not think it fair that 
we should be judged by prepared specimens which 
were not on the article as now manufactured, but 
made on some of our discarded productions, upon 
which we have added each additional improvement 
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to counteract defects as our experience has from 
time to time suggested. The certificate of paid pro- 
fessionals or interested advocates, without the evi- 
dence of their assertions, I claim should not influence 
your opinion. I think from your general fairness 
that we should be judged by the results of our pres- 
ent production, which is such as we offered for com- 
petition at your Exposition, and you would oblige me 
very much by giving me this information. 

Your kind courtesy towards me and your patient 
endurance of my trespass upon your attention has 
given to me a confidence in your opinion, and a high 
regard for you personally. I feel that your expressed 
impartiality and friendly intercourse entitle you to 
my sincere thanks, so much so that I felt in conver- 
sation with you that I was dealing with a friend and 
agentleman. I say this because I write to you un- 
reservedly and with a desire to have your judgment 
as one I believe competent to form a just decision, 
and appreciate a result so desirable as an invention 
which would prevent the great danger to the public 
from fraudulent alterations, As you remarked, such 
a production would be of the greatest importance to 
the whole community, and as I honestly believe we 
have accomplished it, you have the reason why I 
solicit now a fair ordeal to determine that question. 

I do not wish to decry any of the productions of 
our competitors, but simply petition to have tested 
the merits of our own article. The failure of any de- 
cision is the cause of our appeal, and if our competi- 
tors have not done the same, it is a fair presumption 
that they acquiesce in that result as far as regards 
their own ethibits. We, however, make our protest, 
and, therefore, respectfully submit that our produc- 
tion should have a further and fuller investigation as 
to its merits to determine its value. 

Our paper is surface-colored, with a combined mix- 
ture of both mineral and vegetable writing inks prop- 
erly diluted to attain the right shade of color, and 
that by a peculiar process it is covered with darker 
lines, which, being made by compression, have a per- 
feet register on both sides. This point is one which, 
of course, all experts would observe to avoid 
mistakes. The result is that, against alterations by 
peseems of erasure, as soon as the surface is removed 
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be by some agent 
to remove ink, the coloring of the tint deing also of 
ink is destroyed and cannot be repaired so as to 
match the surrounding tint. The coloring and lines 
can only be, and are all produced in, the process of 
manufacture, as when the sheet comes from the ma- 
chine, with the usual peculiarity of ink, it is of such a 
light shade as hardly to be apparent, but soon from 
exposure to the atmosphere attains its final 
plain and lined coloring. Hence it will be impossible, 
if even there was skill enough to match the lines, to 
secure a shade of color to harmonize with the sur- 
rounding tint and thus repair the patching, covering 
the part which had been tampered with, because if 
made to approach a color, it also would soon change 
and develop the attempt at once. ° 

I do not know what impression I have made upon 
you, but I hope that you appreciate my position, and 
as your courtesy has given me confidence in your 
fairness, that, as far as consistent with propriety, you 
will extend to me acontinuance of your kindness. 
With a realization of its importance to me, any aid 
or counsel which your generosity may suggest to fur- 
ther my efforts, consistent with your own sense of the 
requirement of your position, will be very highly es- 
timated on my part. 

Excuse this encroachment upon your time, which I 
know must be greatly engrossed, but as that is one of 
the penalties you incur by the honorable position you 
hold, I trust you will receive it inthe same frank con- 
fidence in which it is written. 

As time is now very limited, I wish you would favor 
me with as early a response as practicable, and

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Trade Improvement. 





Leading business men of the country a year 
ago united in declaring that there would be no 
sudden improvement in business, but also agreed 
that there must be a slow, steady and healthy 
growth from that time onward. Twelve months 
ago hard-pan was substantially reached; recu- 
peration was then in order. The business aspect 
to-day is not one of discouragement. On the con- 
trary, it is full of encouragement and all signs 
point to a continued improvement. We think it 
is about time for the croakers to take a back 
seat. The notion that there is no improvement 
in business is only entertained by those who do 
not either fully understand the situation or 
grown because they have nothing else to do. 
The logic of the custom houses and clearing 
houses cannot be gainsaid. We all know that 
checks and bills which pass through the clearing 
houses reflect a volume of business transacted, 
and record its results. In New York, for in- 
stance, this year including the first five months, 
the exchanges show an increase of 12.4 per cent., 
and in Boston 5.2 per cent., while the average of 
eleven cities show a gain of 9.2 per cent. Every 
city records actual payments made which exceed 
those of the same period in 1876; yet the decline 
in prices would cause a decline of about seven per 
cent. in transactions if only the same quantities 
of goods had been transferred. 

Business revival showed itself in a marked 
manner in April, exceeding the volume of busi- 
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ness even in January. Summer trade is always 
dull, yet there is a large quantity of merchandise 
en route. Again, the custom house returns are 
also an unerring indication of the state of trade. 
The chief feature of the statistics of foreign ex- 
ports and imports at the ports of New York and 
Boston in May is the substantial gain in that 
month as compared with the same period last 
year; the exhibit for eleven months of the fiscal 
year, exclusive of specie, show a gain of over 
ten millions, while exports of specie were some 
ten millions less. The methods of doing business 
have so radically changed during the past fifteen 
or twenty years, that any improvement in trade, 
however slight, is not at first noticed; but when 
the checks and balances are invoked, the true 
condition is at once demonstrated.

British Trade Report. 


Our chronicle of the state of the paper trade 
during the past month can still only be a dull 
one, for after watching closely what are com- 
monly known as the ins and outs of the market, 
there is nothing, absolutely nothing, to warrant 
us in any representation that things are in any 
way or anywhere in any respect better, and the 
course of events has tended to verify the say- 
ing sometimes applied to business matters, that 
one cannot stand still, as, when ceasing to go 
forwards, we are'apt to go backwards. And so 
it has been of late in the paper trade, as non- 
progress has always been followed by retrogres- 
sion. The holidays that have intervened since 
our last issue have rather added to the listless- 
ness that has prevailed, and the setting-in of the 
summer season—in the best of times the slack 
part of the year—lessens the expectation of any 
early improvement. Hence an increased dull- 
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nd more difficul i indie bavers; orders are 
fewer and scarcer, prices are at sixes and | pact 
sevens, as each one forms his own according to 
his necessities, and without the slightest regard 
to anything like a general market value, and 
rates have seemed never too low to go a little 
lower. Stocks continue to accumulate to un- 
manageable proportions, even with good makers, 
and small makers are many of them in those 
difficulties that only a speedy improvement in 
the commercial world can give them any hope 
of surmounting. This, it must be admitted, isa 
very depressed and depressing report of the state 
of the trade, but it is a true picture of its pres- 
ent condition. 

The home demand for hand-made writing pa- 
pers is but on a small scale, and lessening rather 
than increasing, and the export requirements 
have been decidedly very small and below the 
mark. The consumption of machine-made 
writing papers goes on but slowly, and the busi- 
ness doing is of but small proportions. Stocks 
are very light with the wholesale houses, and 
very heavy at the mills, as the falling tendency 
of the market still deters stationers from buying 
further than for immediate wants, which aye 
generally small. Prices are unsteady and in- 
clined to give way, although no reductions have 
been announced during the month. Engine- 
sized writing papers are without any change, 
and dull in sale. 

Printing papers continue as flat in all respects 
as last reported. The consumption of them by 
the general commercial world seems very much 
reduced, and the small demand as much as ever 
over supplied. The finer class of book papers 
are, if anything, the turn slacker, as about this 
time many of the leading London publishing 
houses ‘“‘hold off” from publishing any new 
books until a little later on, when they commence 
preparations for the issue of their autumn and 
winter books. In common news, the results of 
the war have so far been utterly disappointing, 

Ithough the fitful demand consequent upon 

tle excitement respecting a lamentable war 
is a poor substitute for the regular, enduring, and 
steady demand of a time of healthy, peaceful en- 
terprise, still it would have been some compensa- 
tion had a good trade in news sprung up; but as 
regards this branch of the trade, no appreciable 
difference has been observable, and the public 
generally, except on a few exceptional occasions, 
have been remarkably apathetic with regard to 
the general bulk of the war news we receive, and 
common news—the paper we mean—is a drug in 
the market, as in last month it touched for some 
low foreign descriptions 2°{d. per pound such as 
it was, the better kinds at 3d. to 344d. per pound. 
English common kinds are freely offered at 31¢d. 
to 3%d, per pound; middling news and print- 
ings, 88(d. to 4d. per pound; fine book printings 
of common esparto, 4d. to4'¢d. per pound; while 
the finer clean esparto sorts are 4}yd. to 434d. per

pound; all these being further subject to various 
special rates of discount between buyers and 
sellers. Small hands have found a very quiet 
market, with prices not firm. Demand for royal |

ter on the average, and prices, although in no re- 
spect generally firmer for ordinary qualities, 
have not been so widely fluctuating in jobbing 
sorts.—P. M. Circular. 
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The Industrial Uses of Bisulphide of 
Carbon. 


Up to the year 1850 the sole industrial applica- 
tion of bisulphide of carbon was in the vulcan- 
ization and dissolution of caoutchouc; but since 
later invention has found means of producing 
the material at low price, it has been applied toa 
multiplicity of uses in a large number of the 
arts. The extraction of oils from grains, the 
wholesale removal of fatty matter from wool, 
treatment of spices to obtain the same in soluble 
form, the fabrication of prussiate of potash by 
the Geles process, and of sulpho-cyanide of am- 
monium for the preparation of the toys called 
Pharaoh’s serpents, the purification of crude 
paraffin, the manufacture of liquid fire for in- 
cendiary projectiles, and as a means of destruc- 
tion of vermin, are a few of the principal em- 
ployments of bisulphide of carbon. As respects 
magnitude, however, and future influence upon 
manufacturers, its adaptation to the utilization 
of waste residues is of chief importance, and is 
fast forming the groundwork of a new and dis- 
tinct industry. The creditof first extracting the 
fatty matters from these products is due to M. 
Deiss, of Belgium, and by the aid of the bisul- 





to 20 per cent. of acids, which would 
go to waste. The pasty mass of metal filings, 
dirt, grease, &c., taken from car and wagon 
axles is first treated with hot sulphuric acid, 
then with bisulphide, and, lastly, washed and 
dried. This isolates the grease in a saponified 
state. Cotton waste, employed in or about 
machinery, is freed from its grease by sulphide, 
and is again available for use. Residues of the 
manufacture of beeswax, which formerly feund 
no sale except as manure, selling at about eight 
shillings a hundredweight in France, are now 
subjected to the action of bisulphide, and an ex- 
cellent yellow wax is extracted; the final residue 
is still useful as a fertilizer. Sawdust, which has 
served to filter oils purified by sulphuric acids, 
yields after pressure 15 per cent. of oil; again, 50 
per cent. of oil is obtained from the muddy de- 
posits due to the mingling of oils with sulphuric 
acid. These are washed in boiling water, dried, 
mixed with sawdust, and, lastly, treated with 
bisulphide. Balls of oleaginous grain, when 
they cannot be used as food for cattle, yield 
fatty matters; and their residue is an excellent 
fertilizer, as it contains large proportions of 
nitrogenized substances and phosphates, Bi- 
sulphide is also used to extract the grease from 
olives after they have been pressed, and from 
residues of tallow and suet after melting and 
pressure; also from the residues of the manu- 
facture of cocoa. Bone fragments, when treated 
with bisulphide at 104 degrees of Fahrenheit, 
yield 12 per cent. of grease; they are subsequent- 
ly unfit for the manufacture of gelatine, but an- 
swer excellently for the fabrication of bone 
black. The cleanings of woolcards, when acted 
upon by bisulphide, give about 30 per cent. of 
fatty substances, utilizable for the manufacture 
of soaps. It is evident from the great number 
of waste products, and the abundance of some 
of them, that a very considerable amount of 
greasy and oleaginous matter can be returned to 
the various industries through the new processes 
involving the use of bisulphide. The material 
has also been successfully employed in the scour- 
ing of wool, and in the extraction of bitumen 
from schists and bitumeniferous sandstones. In 
the latter case the quantity of bitumen obtained 
is from 4 to5 per cent. superior to that furnished 
by distillation, which only gives in all from 7 to 
8 per cent. MM. Van Haecht, Emile & Co., of 
Belgium, exhibited in the Vienna Exhibition a 
number of improved machines for carrying on 
these processes, and in which all species of fatty 
residues could be treated. The price of manufac- 
ture does not exceed, for certain purposes, 
about half a ton per 
hour can be treated. The loss of bisulphide is 
reduced to barely one-half per cent.—Journal 
Applied Science.

MIDDLE STATES. 

R. G. Wright & Co., Westfield, N. Y., are run- 
ning their mill full time on orders. 
supply is short, and they are using steam power. 

J. B. Sheffield & Son, of Saugerties, N. Y., are 
making quite extensive 
their establishment. They recently removed 


their flue boilers and put in three tubular boilers, 
with new coal-sheds and fire rooms. They have 


now taken possession of the large brick building | 


that they built for the Ulster County Manufac- 
turing Company, for the manufacture of wood 
pulp. After the failure of this company last 
summer, in accordance with the terms of the 
lease, Messrs. Sheffield operated the machinery 
till recently, under the name of the Barclay 
Manufacturing Company. They have now given 
up the machinery to the mortgagees, and closed 
the business. They are putting in this building 
four engines and stuff chests, to add to their pro- 
duction of fine writing papers. They have also 
nearly completed a building 120 by 35 feet, be- 
tween this and their present mill, where they will 
set up an 80-inch Fourdrinier machine, made by 
Rice, Barton & Fales. By these additions they 
will be able, when necessary, to somewhat in- 
crease their capacity, and also give them better 
facilities for doing their present business. They 
have docked in the balance of their water front, 
some 375 feet, which will now give them over 650 
feet dock on tide water, which will be equal to 
anything on the Hudson for one manufacturing 
concern. A ‘long dock” or wharf, over half a 
mile long, has been built from Saugerties to the 
river channel during the past year, which not 

only makes Saugerties the shortest and most 

beautiful route to the Catskills, but gives man- 

ufacturers the New York and Albany day boats, 

one through weekly boat to Philadelphia direct, 

and four night boats to New York for freight. 

Messrs. Sheffield & Son took an active part in 

this enterprise, the junior member of the firm 

being the president of the company. 


» WESTERN STATES. 


The Eagle Mill, at West Carrollton, O., burned 
on December 16, 1876, has been rebuilt, and has 
started up on No. 2 Manillas. 


SOUTHERN STATES. 

The Richmond (Va.) Paper Manufacturing 
Company is running full time, with plenty of 
orders. Some necessary repairs are being made 
to the mill. 

The Manchester (Va.) Paper Company's Mill 
has been shut down for a few days, for the pur- 
pose of putting in a new forebag. 

A new paper mill is projected at or near Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, and a firm in that vicinity is 
looking up the necessary plant. 


Chadwick & Taylor are now running the new 
Ordsall Mills at Manchester, England, in the pro- 
duction of news. They have three machines, of 
the capacity of 72, 100, and 112 inches respec- 
tively. 

The Burnley Paper Works Company (Limited), 
at Calder Vale, Burnley, Lancashire, England, 
is a late addition to the trade. It proposes to 
make common, middling, and rope browns, The 
mill has a 72-inch machine. 

George Holden, paper merchant, at Rippon- 
den, England, is about erecting a new mill in 
that locality. c 
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Natural Photography. 


Some curious stones have been discovered in 
Tula dé Hidalgo, Mexico, of which a native cor- 
respondent writes: ‘‘There is a stratum, not 
very thick, composed of scales of rock of the 
same kind, placed horizontally, upon which 
stratum there is a whitish green earth, all ex- 
posed to view by the rains. The exterior coat- 
ings have been broken off by the action of time, 
forming a small promontory of fragments, which, 
as can readily be seen, present a great variety of 
appearances, and each face has received, and is 
constantly receiving, the landscape in front of it, 
by means of a color so perfect that I believe that 
art itself cannot produce such relative exactness 
as you will see by the samples. The faces that 
receive said images are only those on the sides, 
where the scales of the rocks have been broken, 
and never those on the flat surface, which indi- 
cates that the grain or pores of the rock are hor- 
izontal, and that they contribute, by absorp- 
tion, to produce the phenomenon. It is observed 
that some of the faces of the rock, the newest 
ones, receive two images at the same time, in- 
verse or opposite, that is to say, one whose base 
rests on the upper angle of the ground and the 
vortex above, and the other inverse, whose base 
rests also on the upper angle, the same as those 
produced by an optical apparatus of only one 
lens. The faces which begin to receive the first 
impressions only present the images of the near- 
est trees with wonderful perfegtion and beauty; 
those which have been in one position for a long 
time without variation present the complete 
landscape within the whole visible horizon, and 
even the most distant mountains by which it is 
limited. In these the inverse images appear to 
have been lost, the vertical image of the one cor- 
responding to the natural position of objects re- 
maining. It appears also that the ink with 
which the images are painted is indelible, but I 
know not to what degree of resistance.”

After etching to the required depth, 
the copper deposit may be removed by aqua 
regia, bearing a finely etched image on the silver | 
plate. Yo engrave on steel, copper, &c., it is | 
first necessary to coat the surface with pure 
silver, after which the process is substantially 
the same as that above described, with such | 
slight modifications in the etching solutions to | 
be used as the nature of the metal! employed | 
would indicate.

We must first see that the 
stock is suitable, otherwise we cannot expect a 
good, clean paper from dirt, and it would be 
just as absurd to expect that an engineer can 
beat stuff to suit every kind of paper from the 
same kind of stock. Still, a great deal can be 
done in the engine-room. Perhaps it would be 
as well to state here that for making heavy or 
thick papers the elbow-plate is best adapted; 
while for making thin or light papers the corru- 
gated roll and plate is preferable. 

Before passing sentence on the engineer all of 
these things should be taken into consideration. 

Again your correspondent says: ‘‘ He seems to 
have got an idea that a water-gauge is a machine 
somewhat after the style of Keeley’s motor, 
while only an expenditure of a few cents will 
enable any one to arrange it for himself.” This 
water-gauge and Keeley-motor affair will be 
the means of knocking us all endwise some of 
these days. ‘ That’s what's the matter.”

In 
fact the parties who order it would nottake it as 
a gift. The water gauge has been in use in this 
mill for more than eight years. Before com- 
mencing its use,there was trouble every other day 
with knotty stuff. Since then knotty stuff will 
not occur once in twelve months. There are two 
other mills within a mile of this which gauge 
their emptying water. I think this ought to 
satisfy him. However, shoudd he feel curious to 
know the location of the mills, let him drop a 
note privately to the editor of THe JouRNAL, 
and I will, through the same source, furnish him 
with the desired information.

The Holyoke Explosion. 
RESULT OF THE CORONER’S INQUEST.

A Veteran. 


A correspondent of THe JouRNAL, who re- 
cently had an interview_with Joseph Read, one of 
our oldest paper-makers, supplies the following 
sketch: 

“Thad a call from the veteran paper-maker, 
Joseph Read, who looks well for a man of his 
age. He was born in the City of Philadelphia, 
on February 13, 1790, and was eighty-seven 
years old on the 13th of last February. I kept 
him over night, and after breakfast he started 
for Washington, D.C. He walks abort twenty 
milesaday. He is on his way to Pennsylvania, 
where he has three sons and two daughters, 
none of whom are connected with the paper 
business. He says his children are all in good 
circumstances, and he does not consider his case 
a bad one. He has a good appetite, and can 
always eat all he can get and sometimes more. 
He has chewed tobacco since he was nine years 
old. At the time of the Mexican war he was a 
soldier, and belonged to the artillery, and was 
with General Scott in all his battles. He was 
wounded in his right eye, but could see quite 
well with it until three years ago, when he lost 
the use of it; but he manages to see to read and 
write with his left optic. He appears to be in 
good spirits, and is quite a joker. He says his 
father was a Scotch paper-maker, and lived to 
the good old age of one hundred and two years 
and five days. When Joe enlisted with Scott 
his height was 5 feet 5 inches, and his weight 
was 146 pounds, To-day he is 5 feet 1 inch high 
and weighs 120 pounds. He served his time with 
Thomas Amos, on Mill Creek, about 2!¢ miles 
from Manayunk. He has visited all the mills in 
the United States excepting those in California 
and Utah. He says he likes the East the best, as 
there are more mills, and they are nearer to- 
gether. One day while he was tramping down 
in Georgia, he was accosted by a negro horse- 
man who asked him his name. He told him his 
name was Joseph Read Seed and Breed Con- 
cupiné” Sandy Crab Get Up Old Horse, The 
darky said, ‘ Weil, that’s a devil of a name,’ and 
on he went, looking back every few rods until 
he was out of sight.”

Patent Office Decisions. 


CHAMBERS AND MENDHAM VS. TUCKER ET AL.— 
INTERLOCUTORY APPEAL. 

[In the matter of the interference between the appli- 
cations of Chambers and Mendham, filed March 13, 
1876, S. D. Tucker, filed March 18, 1876, and W. 
Scott, filed March 20, 1876, for *“ Improvements in 
Machines for Folding Paper."’—Decided March 9, 
1877.| 

Both rotating and vibrating folding-blades being old, 
and it being common to combine them, as well as 
successive sets of vibrating folding-blades in one 
machine, held to be a mere duplication of parts, 
and without invention, to provide a series of rotat- 
ing folding-blades in their stead. 

{Stansbury & Munn, for Chambers and Mendham ; 
Munson & Philipp, for Tucker; Coburn & Thacher, 
for Scott. } 

SPEAR, Commissioner :—This isan appeal taken 
under Rule 59, from a decision of the Primary 
Examiner, denying a motion made on the part of 
Tucker to dissolve the interference. In support 
of this motion, two reasons for the dissolution 
were insisted upon—first, that no interference in 
fact existed between the application of Tucker 
and those of the other parties; and, second, that 
the subject-matter declared to be in interference 
is not patentable. 

The Primary Examiner overruled these objec- 
tions, and it is fer a review of his decision that 
this appeal is taken. 

The interfering subject matter is contained in 
the fourth claim of Chambers and Mendham’s 
application, as follows : 

“In a paper-folding machine, in which the 
motions of the folding-blades, as well as of the 
folding-rollers, are all rotary and continuous, the 
combination and arrangement of the successive 
pairs of folding-rollers, with their respective re- 
volving blades at right angles to each other, for 
the purpose of producing folds at right angles 
in the sheet, as described.” 

In their statement of invention they say: ‘‘ The 
object of our invention is to provide a machine 
for the very rapid folding of damp, limp paper, 
either fed by the hand or received mechanically 
from the printing press. It consists of improve- 
ments and modifications of the machine invented 
by us, and patented August 5, 1873, No. 141,489. 
In that machine the first fold only was made by 
means of an elastic creasing blade, and spring 
gripers attached to the first pair of folding 
rollers, and acting upon the sheet without ar- 
resting its motion. All subsequent folds are 
made in the ordinary manner, by means of 
a folding-blade acting upon the sheet at rest, 
above a pair of common folding-rollers. In the 
machine now about to be described all the 
folds are imparted to the sheet by rotating fold- 
ing-blades, and by gripers attached to the fold- 
ing-rollers, all the movements of the machine 
being rotary and continuous, thus insuring the 





highest practicable rate of speed in the per- | 


formancegof its work.” 

It will thus, be seen that the particular inven- 
tion claimed by these parties consists in the sub- 
stitution of a rotating folding-blade for the re- 
ciprocating blade before employed by them, and 
the question now to be determined is whether, in 
view of the state of the art, there was any in- 
vention involved in effecting this change. 

After a careful consideration of the subject- 
matter embraced in this interference, I have 
come to the conclusion that nothing patentable 
is contained therein, for two reasons: First, be- 


cause it embracesa mere duplication of parts, | 


not involving invention in its construction 
(Dunbar vs. Myers, 11 O. G., 35), and second, 
because the matter claimed merely contemplates 
the substitution of one known device for another, 


ani “the change with the existing knowledge of | 


the art involved simply mechanical skill, which 
is not patentable.” (Stimpson vs. Woodman, 10 
Wall, 117.) 

Rotating folding devices and their advantages 
are well known, and it is now sought to limit 
their use by preventing the owners of such fold- 
ers from using two or more of them to operate 
successively in folding paper. The sheet as it is 
delivered by the first folding devices is transferred 
by tapes into position, to be again operated upon 
by a second folder. 

The folding machine described in Tucker's 
patent of December, 1874, is capable of being so 
used without material change or alteration, skill 
alone being requisite in arranging the duplicates 
for co-operation. Moreover, rotating and vibrat- 
ing folders have heretofore been combined, and 
successive sets of vibrating folders have in like 
manner been used, so that the substitution of 
rotating for vibrating folders in such combina- 
tion did not apparently call for the exercise of 
the inventive faculties, it being only necessary to 
arrange the delivering tapes, so that the folded 
paper should be properly delivered. 

The mere fact that some of the patented 
folders could not be combined in the manner 
stated, without material modification and adap- 
tation, does not entitle them to claim all ma- 
chines which may be so employed. 

In such cases the means whereby the machine 
is adapted and made capable of performing the 
functions and producing the results incident to 
the use of other machines, forms the measure of 
their invention, and is all that they are entitled 
to claim. 

I hold, therefore, that in view of the state of 
the art, as exhibited to me, there is no invention 
in the abstract combination of two rotating 
folding devices, and the claims thereto are re- 
jected, and the Examiner is instructed to notify 
the parties accordingly. 

The decision of the Examiner is reversed, and 
the interference dissolved.
